attention of reformers in almost every 
part of the world, except our own. 

Among the various schemes which I. 
have seen suggested, none have struck | 
me With se much force, as the one which 
has recently been proposed in England, 
and that is to limit every man’s private | 
fortune toa given sum. Now, without 
intending to indicate any sum as a given 
point to which persons might be con- 
fined, I respectfully suggest that a vast 
sum of human misery might be avoided 
by a law prohibiting any one’s private 
fortune exceeding the sum of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Perhaps fifty 
thousand might be enough. The truth 
is, DO Man’s services. to the world are 
worth more than the former sum and 
very few are worth that much. It is 
enough for all purposes of personal com- 
fort and the discharge of all social and 
relative duties. All beyond that is a 
mere surplus to become the means of 
oppression to others. I dare say that’ 
there is not a private fortune in the coun- | 
try exceeding the first named sum that 
is not the fruits of aps cruel oppres- 
sion to others and in a Majority of cases | 
of both. The evils of these overgrown 
fortunes weigh with deadening effect | 
upon the energies of the country. They | 
engender pride and arrogance. They | 
foster a feeling of indifference to the 
woes of our fellows and sufferings of the 
destitute. They block up the paths to | 
fair competition by others equally meri- | 
torious but less fortunate than the own- | 
ers, and ina thousand different modes | 
paralyze the energies of the country | 
and increase the sum of human misery. | 

But I have written enough for one, 
article, and enough, too, hope, to 
awaken some abler pen than mine to the | 
investigation which the importance of | 
the subject demands. Society owes it to | 
itself—baving ample means in its own 
hands—to see that this great incubus is 
removed, taken off the energies of the 
people. Amid the howlings of the storm 
of revolution now sweeping over the 
world, let us be wise enough to seize upon 
one good at least, and thus bring a gleam 
of hope and joy to the squalid homes of 


the poor and hitherto helpless.

Owing to the storm, no northern mar- 
ket reports were received last night. The 
sales of cotton in New Orleans yesterday 
were 1500 bales; low middling quoted at 
26) 27¢. 

Matamoros is again threatened by a 
seige. 

The clerk of the house has not yet 
made apy designation of papers in 
northern states.as authorized by con- 
greas to publish the laws. <A delegation 
of various states have been asked to 
make recommendations, but probably 
no decision will be made for some time. 
Papers yet remain to be selected in the 
majority of the southern states. 

Hereafter street cars will, be run in 
Baltimore on Sunday. 

The commissioner of internal revenue 
as decided that wagons, carts and 
drays, made to be used, for farming or 
ijumber purposes, and baggage or express 
wagons, made for carrying freight ex- 
clusively, and not to be used as pleasure 
carriages, are, by act of May 2, 1867, ex- 
empt from taxation. 

The bureau superintendent of instruc 
tion in Georgia reports two hundred 
colored schools in that state, and one 
bundred thousand colored persons learn- 
ing, in one way and another, to read and 
write. These schools extend over forty- 
six counties. 

George Peabody has just given $15,000 
towards establishing a circulating library 
in Georgetown, D. C. 

It is believed that the forthcoming 
monthly statement of the public debt 
will show a reduction in the debt of five 
to six millions. Receipts from customs 
and internal revenue for the month are 
about twenty-eight millions, one-half of 
which being for customs in coin. The 
statement will probably show one hun- 
dred millions in coin and fourteen mil- 
lions, or more, in gold certificates in the 
treasury. 

Eleven hundred and forty-eight col- 

_ ored troops arrived at Louisville on Suan- 
day. 

Two men have been arrested in Cin- 
cinnati, charged with firing their stores, 
to ebtain the insurance. The stock on 
hand was $1000; the amount insured 
$15,000, and they offered to compromise 
on 36000.

At least, owing little to 
the machinery of party, they would have 
been likely to. be upright and honest, 
and well-intentioned, if not able. But 
the time will soon come again when the 
small politicians will combine and cluteh 
at power, and then the day of third-rate 
Presidents, tools of party and of party- 
leaders, wiil re-commence,. 

We may as well begin to undeceive 
ourselves. We have been long enough 
in a state of hallucination. We have 
long enough flattered ourselves that we 
had the best government in the world, 
because we(had abundant individual 
license, and did plenty of voting, and 
enjoyed the profits that come for a time 
from mismanagement of affairs. The 
iron hand of government was long 
gloved with velvet. It has clutched us 
at Jast, without the glove, and the blood 
has flowed and the bones have cracked. 
We have enjoyed the luxnries of martial 
law and /effres de cachet, mercileas con- 
scriptions, and unconstitutional acts of 
Congress to legalize the brutal usurpa 
tions of Despotism. 

No superficial reform in relation to the 
Chief Magistracy will cure tne disease. 
It is organic—of the heart. If some 
mode cannot be invented, by which he 
shall cease to be the representative of 
a party, better at once havea King. Of 
all possible modes of selecting him, that 
by party-caucus, packed and corrupt, is 
infinitely the worst. The red Indians 
and the bees do better than that. Apes 
could not do worse. 

No men of straw interposed, in the 
shape of Electors, whose voting is a mere 
empty farce, can effect any good. No 
system will answer, unless he is elected 
by the States, each State having one 
vote. Opinions may well differ as to the 
manner in which that vote should be 
cast. It should, at any rate, not be by 
the people ; fur the excitement and agi- 
tatien of popular elections connected 
with the Presidency should be wholly 
avoided. Faction would still be king. 
In our opinion, the wisest plan weuld be 
this: that each State should nominate 
two persons, one a citizen of itself, and 
one a citizen of some other State: that 
this nomination should be made by the 
Governor, avd concurred in by two- 
thirds of the State Senate in secret ses- 
sion: that the names of all! the persons 
so nominated should be transmitted, 
under sea!, to the President of the Sen- 
ate of the United States, the seals be 
broken by him in the presence of the 
Senate, in secret session, and a register 
made of the nominations; that each 
name should then be written on @ sepa- 
rate ticket, or numbered, and the num- 
bers placed on counters, and these 
placed in an urn, from which two should 
be drawn in succession by a child: that 
the person whose name was first drawn 
should be the President, and he whose 
name was drawn vext, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, unless he were a citizen of the 
same State as the former, in which case 
another name should be drawn, until 
one appeared, of a citizen of a different 
State. 

by this mode, all the evils of a popu- 
lar election would be avoided; there 
could be no candidates, no pledges, no 
promises of reward, no agitation; and 
the independence of the President on al!
